When we give our efforts and our thoughts, and devote our medita¬ 
tions to the welfare of others, we, too, do by that measure become more 
worthy. 

In the words of our Great Companion: 

"But whosoever would become great among you shall be 
your servant; and whosoever would be first among you 
shall be your servant; - Even as the Son of Man came 
not to be ministered unto - but to Minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for many." 

— Mat. 20: 26 , 28. 

Or the parallel passage: 

"But whosoever would become great among you, shall be 
yoursS3N®n*t;“ and whosoever would be first among you 
shall be servan"t^o¥^all. For the Son of Man also ^ 

came-^not to be ministered unto, but to Minister - f 
and to give his life a ransom for many." 

— Mark 10: 42, 45. 

These parallel passages as recorded by both Matthew and Mark, 
give us our Ministerial Instructions, direct from the lips of our Great 
Companion,. The word "servant" may be read as "minister", and where 
"minister" is written, may be substituted the word "servant". For the 
meaning is identical. 

Indeed, some translations so render it. The phrase, "and to 
give His life a ransom for many", means to devote one's life to minister¬ 
ing. 


Such, then, is the Mayan Ministry. Direct your life to be worthy 
of your appointment. If you would inspire faith in others, then BE YE 
FAITHFUL IN ALL THINGS.

Enthusiasts of various creeds and various fraternal 
orders have said that this is their creed - expressed in more under¬ 
standable terms. 
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The Wisdom of the Ancient Maya was handed down 
generation by generation and its roots are the 
same as the root of all ancient Wisdoms. 

It is the misunderstandings of men that are 
responsible for the changes which seemingly 
makes some of the gospel appear impossible. 

The Truth is still there, and once the false 
front of later day misunderstanding is ripped 
away, it is apparent to all. 

Yes, therefore, there is complete harmony be¬ 
tween Mayanry and all Truth.

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"Think not that I come to destroy the law or the prophets: 
I came not to destroy, but to fulfill. For verily I say 





















unto you, till Heaven and earth pass away, one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass away from the law - till all 
things shall be accomplished." 


You who are reading these lines are a Neophite in this Ministry. 
That is, you are a beginner. To become such, you have prepared yeiirself 
diligently. Yet, there are many things that you have not learned. It 
is necessary, therefore, in the beginning of this phase of your progress 
on The Path, that you should be at least of an open mind. 

You have come to us for that which we teach. A certain destiny 
led you to this. A certain intuition made you our Companion. Still we 
who have preceded you on this path know that sometimes our teachings may, 
first, seem to conflict with your own preconceived opinions. 

TEACHINGS LIKE KARMA AND REINCARNATION MAY AT FIRST 
BE REFUSED BY YOUR MIND. IT IS THE NATURE OF MAN TO 
REJECT THAT WHICH SEEMS STRANGE, UNTIL BY EXAMINA¬ 
TION, BY BECOMING FAMILIAR WITH IT, THE STRANGENESS 
MELTS AWAY AND HE IS ABLE TO JUDGE ITS REASONABLE¬ 
NESS AND, BY ANALOGY, ITS TRUTH. 

Just now, it is largely the fashion for precocious science to 
attempt to refute whole parts of the Bible. This we need not quarrel 

about, for the Bible is a series of books written by men, and rewrit¬ 

ten by men. But it consists of either historical fact which cannot be 
successfully refuted or, fragments of a Wisdom so profound that often, 
even those who recorded it understood only a little. Much less is it 

understood fully by the infant mechanistic science of today. 

It is to be noted that among the truly great scientists of this 
age, one hears no such contradiction. Instead, one witnesses a deep 
and devout appreciation of Divinity. 

When the Bible speaks of Heaven, men are prone to think of "a 
place", and spend their days trying to visualize what "that place" is 
like. Heaven is not a place, but a condition. We enter it, not in the 
physical body, bound as it is by the laws of time and space, but in our 
three-fold "unphysic.al, incorporeal bodies." And because we create our 
own heaven, we find it to be largely according to our own desires. God 
grants every desire held in prayerful-fai-ch. 

And that is THE LAW — throughout the Universe. 

Why, then, should any good man or woman fear "dying" when the 
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time comes? It should be a time of rejoicing, for with that change 
comes a new freedom, the entering of the condition called HEAVEN where 
good desires are immediately fulfilled. 


Heaven is not a far-away place 
IT IS HERE AND EVERYWHERE, IF WE WILL BUT ENTER IT ! 


True, while we are hampered by the exigencies of this physical 
life and physical conceptions, Heaven is difficult to enter and it is a 
difficult state in which to remain. One must live the sort of life that 
is termed "spiritual” as much as one can without neglecting the needs of 
the fourth body - the physical one. 

But to an extent, at least, Heaven can be experienced here on 
earth by all of mankind* It is not a far-away ”place”. 

Teach these things to those who are suffering 
from self-attracted pain, want and inharmony. 

' " Do not press them dogmatically, but present 
the teachings reasonably. 

Show their TRUTH and their REALITY. 

For all about you - everywhere you turn, 
everywhere you go, everywhere you look, are 
observable demonstrations of their truth.

The tree shedding its beautifully colored leaves in the autumn, 
and renewing its dress in the spring, the rose bush yearning and grow¬ 
ing toward the light, the infant who reflects your smile, the brook 
babbling on toward the sea, the mother, the child, the old man; all 
these are living, physical, see-able object lessons of the TRUTH. 

Heaven and Hell are approachable, at least, in this life, and we 
enter them at least momentarily many times during our ,i ourney through 
life I 


We can - if we choose - live very close to the actuality of 
Heaven and Hell, HERE and NOW \ But when we are freed of the physical 
limitations - we live IN them. Yet, they are but 11 conditions” rather 
than "places”• The extent to which we realize and understand this must, 
of course, be limited by the developed sensitivity of our consciousness- 

























the evolving unfoldment of our intellect. 

One of the first questions asked by the Neophite in this ministry 
usually is, "How shall I cure the sick? How may I help those who are in 
want? " 

Let me hasten to say the answer is, "YOU CANNOT." 

Of your own self, you can do nothing. 

"IT IS THE FATHER: HE DOETH THE WORKS." 

This, of course, you well know, BUT DO NOT LOSE SIGHT OF IT i 
Nor may you permit those you would help to confuse this in their minds. 

'^Perhaps at this stage of your development you may think that 
such confusion is impossible. It should be impossible, but the incli¬ 
nation of man is often vain and proud.

For a moment let us take up an experience of our Great Companion 
toward the end of His Ministry. In it is expressed the teachings that 
He expounded throughout His Ministry, and which we echo. 

Jesus had just finished speaking of reincarnation in the parable 
of the Sheep-fold, and those who heard understood him not, but said, 

"He hath a demon and is mad." 

It was the time of the feast of the dedication at Jerusalem; 
it was winter and Jesus was walking on the porch of Solomon*s Temple. 

The Jews gathered around and were chiding Him, asking Him to answer 
them plainly if He were Christ. 

He replied, "I told you and ye believe not; the works I DO IN 
MY FATHER*S NAME, these bear witness of me ... I AND THE FATHER ARE ONE." 

At this the Jews took up stones again to stone Him. Jesus, see¬ 
ing this, turned toward them without fear. Smiling at them, He said: 

11 Many good works have I showed you FROM THE FATHER: for which of these 
works do ye stone me?" 

The Jews answered Him: "For a good work, we stone thee not, 
but for blasphemy; and because that thou being a man (Mayan?) makest 
thyself God." 

Jesus answered them: "Is it not written in your law, I Said Ye 




























are Gods? If he called them gods, unto whom The Word of God came, and 
the Scripture cannot be broken; say ye of Him, whom the Father hath sanc¬ 
tified, and sent into the world, Thou blasphemest; because I said, I Am 
The Son of God? If I do not the works of my Father, believe me not. 

But if I do, though ye believe not me, believe the works: that ye may 
know, and believe that THE FATHER IS IN ME, AND I IN HIM." 

— John 10:34* 

And He went away again Beyond the Jordan, into The Place - where 
John was at the first baptizing; and there he abode. (See John 10:17,42) 

6to 3 fiSsS 

The 82nd Psalm gives us the part of the Scriptures to which Jesus 
referred. In it the voice of God is speaking and says in the sixth verse: 
"I said Ye are Gods, and All of You, Sons of the Most High." 

(Please note in connection with this verse, it is 
given here as it appears in the translated ver¬ 
sions of the Bible. In the original it is taught: 

■ °YE ARE GOD.) 

The meaning of this is, you are a part of God. God is All. You 
are a part of the All. You inherit some of His Powers. He has made it 
so. It is the Law. YOU AND THE FATHER ARE ONE, but it is His Powers 
you use. 

THEN - BELOVED OF THIS NOBLE COMPANIONSHIP - 
USE HIS POWERS WELL. 

We need only to go to the Bible to learn what is required of 
those who would be healed or helped. Only one thing is necessary. 

That is FAITH. 

Not a protestation of Faith, but FAITH ITSELF. That is what is 
needed. Not a Faith in man, but a FAITH in GOD. A REALIZATION of the 
Divine Heritage we all have. 

"I SAID YE ARE GODS 

AND ALL OF YOU SONS OF THE MOST HIGH." 

Should the son of the Most High be imperfect? Should He be ill 
or in want? Not if His Father is the Most High. 
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Then claim your Heritage. Claim your Kinship. Believe that it 















is so - and it IS so. What you confidently expect is what will material¬ 
ize. Would you expect to see a prince, the son of a wealthy, earthly 
king, in want? Why, then, should a Son of the Most High, whose every 
manifestation is abundance, know want or lack? 

If the son of an earthly king had greviously offended or had turn¬ 
ed away from the house of his father, perhaps he would experience lack. 

And if YOU turn away from your Father, or refuse to admit vour kinship 
with the Most High, denying that He could or that He would help you, then 
perhaps you, too, may experience lack. 

Few, of course, would so offend even an earthly Father; yet, by 
their lack of FAITH, they deny their Heavenly Father. 


PLACE YOUR THOUGHTS AND YOUR DEEDS IN HARMONY WITH THE MOST HIGH. 
REQUIRE THAT ALSO OF THOSE WHOM YOU WOULD HELP. 

THROUGH MEDITATION, HARMONY CAN BE ATTAINED . 

WHEN REAL HARMONY IS ESTABLISHED, THE NECESSARY FAITH IS THERE. 


No good or worthy person will fail to be inspired toward harmony 
when you explain that you are one of an Order devoted to prayerful inter¬ 
cession on their behalf.
